IRISH PARLIAMENTARY INTELLIGENCE. 
HOUSE or COMMONS, Tuefduy, November 13. 

Mr Fojter reported from the Committee of Ways and Means, that 
they had made fome progrefs, Ordered to fit to-morrow. 

Mr Grattan opened his promifed motion, in refpeét to the Mutiny 
Bil, with giving a narrative of our natural birth-rights, from Magna 
Charta to the Bill of Rights, and then adverted to the diferent opi-‘ 
hions of the greatéft men who have been an ‘ornament to the Britith 
pation, on the ftanding army. He then referred to the many ftatutes 
which feemed favourable to the purpofes of his arguments. He de- 
tnanded, in'the name of the people of Ireland, a reftitution of that 
fretdam which was unjuftly ftolen away in the pafling of the mutiny 
ath

Without any war, or the mere occafion of keeping up a ftanding 
army, as the Britith nation, then involved in the catualties of war, he 
faid, we kept up an aimy to ftrengthen the arm of prerogative; and 
yet, Was your army your protection when Sir Richard Heron told 
you, you muft truft to God and your country? You want it not for 
defence--you wart it not for ambition ;—you have no foreign domi- 
nions to preferve, and your people are amenable to law. Our duties 
are of a different nature, ** to watch with inceflant vigils the cradle of 
the conftitution, torear an infant flate, to proteét a rifling trade, to foe 
fter a growing peoplg. We ave free, we aie united; perfecution is 
dead; the Proteftaut religion is the child of the contlitution ; the 
Pretbyterian is the father, The Roman Catholic is not.an enemy to 
it." We are united in one great national community.— What was our 
fitnation formerly? We were a gentry without. pride, and a people 
without privilege. ‘The Britith conftitution lay upon the ground like 
@ giant's armour in a dwarf’s cuftody. 

At length the mation afferted itfelf, und thongh the declaration’ of 
right was not carried, which I propofed as a meafure fafe and inno- 
xions, yet our fpirit made usa nation, ritith fipsemacy lay upon 
the ground like a fpent thunderbolt, the Miniiter feared to lvok at 
it—thé people were fond to touch it. 

The Englith Mutiny Bill had been fent by the Fnglih Miniftry into 
this land, but the time arrived when Government was afraid to touch 
it, and the people were fond of trading upon it. What objedion 
could poffibly-be ftarted in taking away from the public mind that root 
of jealonfy, which mutt arife from putting the army into the hands of 
3 perpetual di€tator ? It was upon Englith principles he oppoted the 
Matiny A&, becaufe he was certain the cold experiment of making it 
Perpetnal, -would not be attempted by the moft defperate advocate for 
Prerogutive in that nation. . Situate as the Irith them were, wichont a 
declaration of rights, what could they hope to be, but the contlant 
ptey of unrefi(ted violence, dnd the dull ohjes of thanking ftupidity, 
to the authors of fuch opprefiien. No resion{trance had been made to 
the Sovereign, no fteps taken in this momenteus matter, but all were 
filent a ad dark ona fubjeét of fach inSrite confequence. 

What ava'led it that they imagined, in that Houfe, that they were 
vefted with ful powers to make ‘articles of war for the regulation of

friend.(Mr Bufhe;) it was an att of prerogative—~g monfrous af of 
power, fent to bear down the barriérs of the conftitition. In forming 
arti¢les of war adapted to the conftitutional eftabliliment, he was a- 
fraid of nothing but their own irrefolution, their timidity, their fears. 
He conjured them. at length, to {peak the language of a legiflatar, to 
reconceive the aét, and make it a child of their own ofigination,—In 
the year 1751, the expences of the army did not come within the pro- 
duce of the hereditary revenue ; expence had been heaped upon €x- 
pence fince that time, and the monftrous corruption of Minéficrs bad 
accumulated an enereafe, inftead of adopting a retrenchmirt of the 
national expences. ‘The brvod that gathered upon the greafy wheccls 
of influence-—the hirelings of proflitution always.came forwari to op- 
pote every thing that eould be offered for the good of the nation on his 
fide of the Houfe—and ever ready to fwell the tide of infinences and 
encreaie the mercenary aims of a mereen ity power. ;

the infancy of this very aét, why did not tMe advocates of its prefent 
form come forward, and propofe it as @ perpetual mutiny bill? No. 
They. knew fuch language would ill fait the ears of Parliament, as: it 
then ftood difpofed in the pablig fervice. 

Mr Grattan then proceeded to refuté the different arguments which 
had been formerly thrown out in favour of the prefent att’; and alked 
them, If they were competent to regulate their commerce, whv not 
competent to regulate their own army? Commiffiontys were fent to 
America, to offer a branch of the Britithempire, then in arms againtt 
it, unconditional terms, ‘to tax themfelves, and regulate their own ar- 
my. ‘Two.of the Commiffioners had Been fent uver to govern this 
kingdom ; would his Excellency, or the Ri Hon. gentleman his 
Secretary, fay, that lreland was not efiti to the terms offered to 
America? that the loyal and afleftionate Gfferof England was not en- 
titled to the indulgence held ost to the enemy of Pngland? It was 
impoffible. He then moved the Howfe, * That leave be given to 
bring in heads of a bill, to explain, amedd, and lin * an aét, entitled 
an att to prevent Mariny and Defertion in the Atmy.”’ 

Mr Flood next rofe. After paying srany high compliments to the 
abilities of the gentleman that tpoke laff, hé'faid, that not having - 
been prefent the firtt day of the feffign, when the benoprable gentle- 
man declared his intention of bringing on this bill, he had determined 
in his own mind, and had evea promifed to bring -it oh bimielf; but 
finding it now in fach able hands, he wou'd relinquifh the honour of 
being the mover, and content diimfelf with the second place of being 
the fupposter of the bill. ; 

He began with the-hiftory of ftanding armies in time of peace, which 
were unknown in England till the reign of Henry the Seventh, who 
firft entertained a few gnards; thewed how this fmall body had been 
encrea‘ed from time to time, till jt arrived at the formidable namber ; 
at prefent in pay: Related the various and powerful modes of oppofi- 
tion, which the Britith nation had at various times adopted :, Decla- 
red that when men committed theit opiniots in wets © potterity, 
the greatett regard fhoulst be paid to them ‘That ng leis than eighty 
of the pfime nobility 6f England had protefted nor ar Pe a as 
ftanding army ‘in thereign. of George I, that they’ had fared it 
fraught with otter deftruétion to the liberty of the fahjctt. \

Loix) had cott him twenty years clofe examination of all the laws of 
every diferent nation, ancieat and modein; and that he concurred 
with a'l the other authors who had written on this fabje@, in decla- 
ring, that every ftate which had been reduced tw flavery, had loft their 
liberty by a flanding army. 

He obferved, that Montefquicu, in {peaking of France, had indu- 
{trionfly avoided mentioning her army, and fpoken only of her mili- 
tia; that his pride had made him endeavour to diftinguith between an 
arbitrary and defpotic government. That of France’, he faid, was 
founded upon honour; but adefpotic government was founded on fear 
~—that wretched habit of the mind which emafeulates the foul, and re- 
duces it below the level of humanity. 

He then went back to the Roman comtnonwealth, and thewed from 
Montefquieu, that at firtt no perfon could be enlifted in the army but 
a Roman citizen, poffleffed of a certain property, that might anfwer to 
the republic for his good behavior. But when this law was broke 
through, and Marius enlifted all forts of people, the Roman liberty 
was deftroyed; and it would, he faid, be €ver the cafe, when people 
gave up the defence of their property refuile of mankind. 

I will next, faid he; produce t4 yam the authority. of the apologi(t 
for the Hovufe of Stuart, ‘* when, the; powenefthe fword, fays Mr 
Hume, is lodged in the hands of a fingle perfon; he will neglect the 
difcipline of the militia, and will always find a pretext for keeping up 
a (tanding army ;”" this is a mortal diltemper in the Britith conftitu- 
tion, of which, at laft, it mutt inevitably perish. | ! 

He next produced Black(tone, to prove, that fandiag armies, in 
time of peace, and the laws by which they are governed, are utterly 
repugnant to the principles of the conftitution, to Magna Charta, and 
to the Bill of Rights. He then quoted the articles of war, to jhew, 
that difobedience to lawful commands was. one of the offences which, 
under this bill, was panithable with death ; he defired-to know,’ whe- 
ther an army, attempting to enforce the execution of an Englith {ta- 
tute in Ireland, might not think themfelves ating in obedicnce to law- 
ful commands? 

He concluded with reciting the advice of the Earl of Clarendon to 
Lord Digby, defiring him tu jet fome bounds to diaw fome tine which 
his infamy fhould not overttep; but.this advice, he fait, he would not 
apply. to an ith Houle of Commons; ’ 

Mr Gardiner thought it. difagreeable to go over the fame ground 
beaten fo often before in the progrefs of this bulinefs ; contended, 
That, by the prefent ad, no power of perpetuity was lodged in the 
Crown. It merely depended. upan themfelves, whether they thould 
maintaio fuch atmy, if any unfair advantages were to be attempted ;
